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THIS genuine honour to literature and I 
country was the fon of- a clergyman, aftt 
wards preferred to the Deanery of Litchfield, ai 
was born May l, 1672. He received the ear 
part of his education at the Charter Houfe, ai 
■was afterwards entered at Queen's College, O 
ford, but foon removed to Magdalen College, 
the fame univerfity, where he was entered on t 
foundation. 

Here thofe abilities, which afterwards rcndc 
cd him fo illuftrious, began to difplay ihemfelvi 
and he was not long before he obtained a patr 
inthatdiftinguifhed judge of merit. Lord Some 
who recommended him to King William. I 
majefty fettled a penfion of three hundred poun 
a year on him, to enable him to travel into forcij 
parts. A fortunate concurrence of circumltanc 
feems to have attended Addifon. He was noti 
cd, and cffe6hially fupported by a fucceflion 
patrons; and he had thus an opportunity 
ihewing his powers at ah early period.

In this city is an univeriity of feven colleges, 
one of which was founded by Cardinal Boromeo, 
and is an elegant flrudure. There is likewife an 
equeilrian ftatue, in brafs, of Marcus Antoninus, 
which the natives aflign to Charles V. and fome 
critics to Conilantine the Great. 

This city is of great antiquity. It was called 
Ticinum by the Romans, from the river Ticinns, 
now Teffin, which is extremely rapid, and falls 
into the Po. How different, however, is the de- 
fcription of it by Silius Italicus. 

Smooth and untroubled the Ticinus flows. 
And through the bottom fhinjng cryftal flicws. 
Scarce can the fight difcover if ;t moves, 
So wondrous flow amidil the fliady groves. 

At Milan we went to vifit the great church, 
of which I had heard fuch high commendations. 
This vaft pile of Gothic archite6ture is all of folid 
marble, except the roof, which would have been 
of the fame materials, had not its weight render- 
ed it improper. 

The outfide of this pile appears much frefher 
than the infide, which is fo fullied by dull and 
the fmokc of lamps, that neither the filver, the 
brafs work, nor the marble appear to due advan- 
tage. It is generally faid, that there are eleven 
thoufand (latues about this church; but in this 
nomber arc included all the Imalkx ^'^xxt^'b.

Anilin j and an infcription on the wall records, 
that St. Ambrofe, on this occafion, firft fpokc 
and fung the Te Deum. 

In the Ambrolian library, the genius of the 
Italians is difplayed ; for they have fpent more 
money in paintings and flatues, than in books. 
In an apartment behind the library, are feveral 
cnriofities, often mentioned by travellers ; among 
the reft a head of Titian, by himfelf, Brug-;: Is 
Elements, an ancient Latin MS. of JofcphuSj 
and another of Leonardus Vincius, for which 
King James I. offered three thoufand Spaoilh 
pifloles. 

Settala*s cabinet is always (hewn to ilrangers^ 
among the other attractions of Milan. In it is a 
piece of cryftal, inclofing a couple of drops, 
which, when ihaken, appear like water. A fi- 
milar rarity is fhewn at Vcndome, in France, 
where they pretend it is a tear that our Saviour 
fhed over Lazarus, and was caught by an angel, 
and inclofed in a little cryftal phial. 

The Italians confider Milan as a f^rong place, 
and it is certain, that it has fuftained feveral 
fevcre lieges ; but it would not now be tenable 
ibr three days againft a regular army.

■ The life of St. Anthony is read here with the 
utmoft devotion. The moft remarkable part of 
it is, his addrefs to a congregation of fiihes. 
When the heretics, we are told, would not re- 
gard his preaching, he betook himfelf to the fea- 
ihore^ where the river Marecchia difembogues 
iifelf into the Adriatic. He then called the li(h 
together, in the name of God, that they might 
Iicar his holy word. The obedient tenants of the 
deep came fwimming towards him in fuch vaft 
iboals, both from the fea and the river, that the 
furface of the water was quite covered with their 
nmltttudes. 

When he had fi.nifhed his harangue, which 
tamed upon the goodnefs of Providence in fur- 
iktiliing fifhes with fo many comforts, the le- 
gend informs us, that the audience bowed their 
beads» as if endowed with reafon, and gave other 
igtts of approbation to the dodrine of the faint. 
The churdi of St. Juftina, dcfigned by Palla- 
dio, 18 a handfome, luminous, and airy building ;

On the fide next to the Adriatic, the cat' 
ranee is fo ditficnlt to hit, that it is marlcedi 
)y feveral ilnkcs driven in the ground, which tbflf 
vould certainly remove on the approach of i 
lolUle fleet. 

For this reafon, they have not thought its 
^flary to fortify the little iflands, that lie attbs 
intrance, to the bed advantage, which migllli 
)thcrwi(V, very ealily command all thepalTestD 
he city from the Adriatic. In ihort, the V«ie- 
ians fcem to trull rather to their natural, thill 
my artificial, fortifications; though the arfe&sl 
s very llrong, and a confiderable number of galr 
ies and men of war lie ready to put to fea at 
lie Ihortell warning. 

Venice is moll advantageoufly fituated for 
•^Timcrce. It has feveral navigable rivers, that 
nnnicate with the continent of Italy ; and 
its which furround it, oj)en an intercourfe 
iiftant regions. Batnotwithltanding thefc 
uence<!, trade is far from being in a flou- j 
Jig condition. The impofls are too high, 
the great men think it beneath their digni-

Their manufadures are filk, cloth, an^ 
jlafs; which were, formerly, the beft in Europe 5 
rat, as they are extremely tenacious of old cuf- 
oms, they are now excelled by other nations, vlio 
re ready to adopt new expedients and inven- 
ions. At a diftance,- Venice refembles a great 
own, half floated by a deluge. It is every 
/here croiTed by canals, fo that there is acwfs to 
aoft houfes, both by land and by water. This 
I a very great convenience to the inhabitants ; 
3r a gondola, with two oars, is as magnificent 
s a coach and fix in any other country. 

The llreets are chiefly paved with brick or 
ree-ftone, and kept very neat 5 for there is no 
airiage of any kind pafles through them, 
•ridges appear without number, all of one arch, 
od without any fence on either fide, which 
'ould be dangerous in a city where the inha- 
itants were lefs fober. But as they are not per- 
iitted to converfe too freely with ftrangers, they 
re the lefs expofed to the danger of learning 
le vice of drunkennefs from them ; and they 
re too diftruftful of each other, to indulge in 
mviviality. 

Venice is replete with noble palaces; but 
leir furniture is not very rich, if we except 
leir pi6tures, which are very numerous, and 
cecuted by the bed mailers of the Lombard 
hool. The rooms are generally huu^ vfv^b^

At a 
fmall di dance from it, flood the old cathedral, 
on the afcent to which are two antique pillars, 
belonging to a heathen temple, dedicated to 
Hermes. The whole fortification of Soleuve is 
faced with marble. Next day I arrived at the 
little town of Meldingen, where I ftaid a ni£;ht. 
It is a fcparatc jurifdidlion, under the protection 
of the eight ancient cantons; and contains one 
hundred citizens, and about one thoufand fouls. 
The government is modelled after that of the 
other cantons, as much as it is pollible for fuch 
I fmall community to imitate thofe of larger ex- 
tent. The chief perfons of the flate, are the 
hro avoyers ; and at this time my landlord's Um 
was the reigning avoyer, with a falary of about 
thirty pounds per annum. 

Every Thurfday, the feveral councils meet up- 
on aflfairs of ftate; fuch as the repairs of a trough, 
the mending of a pavement, or the like impor- 
tant bufinefs, A river, which runs through their 
territories, puts them to the cxpcnce of a large 
Wooden bridge, covered overhead, as they gene- 
rally are in this country 5 and all who travel over 
it, pay a certain toll for its maintenance. The 
French ambaffador frequently pa fling this way, 
iiis mafter has compounded with the town ftjr 
twenty pounds a year ; which liberal allowaner 
renders them affiduous in raifing all the men 
they can for his fervice.

In the wertern quarter of Trcmefen i& a bafoa 
fit Moorish workmanlhipj of confiderabic cxieoti 
in which the kiiigsoftJiia place took the diversion 
cf faUitigt as the tradition runs, whUe ihdr fub- 
jtd^ were infirufted xu the art of navigation ; but 
it iji more probable th^it thU was ioteoded as a re- 
fcrvoir, in cafe of a liege ; or as a fuppiy to walcf 
the gardens arid plantations bciow iL 

The walls ol: tJiis plate are tompofed of fand» 
lime^ and pebbles, vreli tempered and wrought to* 
gether, which, by Jeugth of time^haveacquiredi 
lirength and foUdity equal to rione. 

Tlenifan was formerly divided into diiliaS 
ward^ or parti tionsp and occupied a great extent j 
bat itbout the year ]6yo HalfiLQ, dey of Algiers, 
laid the prli:icipal part of ii in ruins, as ft ptmifh' 
ment for the difaffettion of the inhabitants. 

The ancient Tlenifan was about fonr miles in 
circumference. Among the ruina are feveral ihafts 
of piUariij aud other fragments of Roman antiqui* 
tieii; and in the walls of an old mofquci I fawa 
number of altars dedicated to the Dii Manea. 

About a mile to the ciilUvard, m the vllJageof 
Hnbb^d, i^ands the tomb of Sedi JSoumaidiaiij to 
which devotecii refort in great numbers- At the I 
fame dillance to the welhvard> was the city of ] 
[ M^nlourah» which at pref^nit ha?; neither hour^ 
L nor inbabitanti though tHfc grcateft part of tha '

' The plains of Zeidoure commewta ^V \\vt^'^rt

leys, to the diftance of tJiirty miles. This deliglu- 
fill diftrid is well watered, and about the middle 
of Lt is a high poiQted precipice, called the Pin- 
nacle of the Ravens, with a branch of the Si nan 
gunning below it. In this vicinity formerly Hood 
the city of Sinan. 

Near this river I was ihewn the place where 
Barbarofla llrewcd about his treafure 5 the laft but 
unavailing effort he made to retard the purfuit of 
his enemies. On an enimence beyond the river 
is a Moorifti fanduary, inhabited by feveral reli- 
gious. 

To the fouthward of Muftigannim, and at the 
didance of eight miles, lies El-Callab, the great 
market of this country for carpets. It is a mean 
town, ill-built, and as badly plarfhed. It is, how- 
ever, defended by a citadel and a garrifon ; and 
from fome large ftoncs and pieces of marble found 
in the neighbourhood, there is fome reafon for 
believing it to have been a city of the Roman», 
perhaps the Gitlui or Apfer of Ptolemy. 

Five leagues to tlie Ibuth-weft of El^Callab i*. 
Ihe town of Mafcar, flanding in a fine plain, but 
containing little remarkable. It is furrounded by 
fcver^l villages, and has a fmall fort for its fecur- 
ity, in cafe of any fudden revolt of die Arabs. 

Ninety miles to the caftward of Tlemfan are 
the ruins of Tagaderopt, a large city lituated be- 
tween the rivers Mina and Archewj but aban- 
doned a few years ago by the Arabs, who with 
their ufual ignorance and barbarifm, have defaced 
or deraoliftied whatever was beautiful and ma^xxU 
£crnt in the buildings of lV\e\t 2LT\^t^csts.

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very nature of the people is changed. But the 
Ibil is ftill the fame, and is famous for producing 
figs and other fruity remarkably large and delici- 
ous. 

Defcending the mountains of Beni Rafliid, we 
come to El Herba, formerly a Roman city, about 
a mile in circuit. Here are to be feen feveral 
columns of a bluifli coloured marble, of good 
workmanfhip, but their capitals, which are of the 
Corinthian order, are much defaced. 

Proceeding to the eaUward, we arrive at Mani- 
ftna, built on a mountain. It was once the fee of a 
bifhop, and at a didance iiill makes fome appear- 
ance j but the fatigue of afcending the hill to itj 
is poorly recompenfed by the fight of only a fmall 
village, of little elegance or beauty. The iitua- 
tion, however, is extremely favourable, being wcl] 
watered, and having a number of pleafant gardens 
and vineyards on all iides^ beiides the command 
of a moft extenfive landfcape. 

Here are feveral remains of Roman architec- 
ture 5 and, from an infcription that appears tc 
relate to the family of Pompey the Great, Mar- 
tial's fine thought on their misfortunes receiver 
an additional beauty^ on the fuppofition that hif 
grandfon, and probably his great grandfon, ma) 
repofe in this obfcure place, lb far from the afhes 
of their anceftors. 

To tlic north-eaft of Maliana, or Maniana, ar< 
the Baths of Mererga, the Aquse Calidae Colonic 
of antiquity. The larged and mod frequented o 
thefc baths, is twelve feet fquare, and four fee 
deep.

The fouthern province of Algiers, or the Tit- 
le, is greatly inferior to the weftem in extent. 
\ maritime part, to the breadth of five or fix 
igues, is chiefiy compofed of a rich champaign ; 
hind which rifes a range of rugged mountains, 
at interled the province almofl in a direft line 5 
d beyond them are extenfive plains. 
In this province Hands Algit^rs^ the capital of 
e whole kingdom. This place has for fevcriJ 
es braved the rcfentment of thegreateft powers 
Chn(lendom *, though it is not above a mile 
d a half in circumference. It is faid to contain 
;e hundred thoufand Mahometans, fifteen thou- 
ad Jews^ and about two thoufand Chriftian 
ves. 

Algiers flands on the declivity of a hill, facing 
e north and north-eafi^ and the houfes rife fo 
adually above each other, that there is fcarcely 
c which does not enjoy a profpcdt of the fea. 
le walls, except where flrengthened by addi- 
>nal fortifications, poiTcfs no great folidity. The 
:adel, which occupies the higheft ground in the 
:y, iso6tagonal,andfurni(l)ed with embrafures. 
le north angle, near which is the River Gate^ 
d the fouth angle near Bab Azoone, are each 
oteded by a fmall baflion.

Biecda aod Medea* the only inland cities wl 
of this province, are each about a uuie ui circuif, 
with Willis of mud, in which the bornets form 
thdr nctls* The houfes are plentifully Tupplioi 
with water* nnd nye encompaiibd witb vcrj' fruit- 
ful gardens and plantations* 

The eatidults and aqueduiSiSi that fupply Medal 
with water J appear, in part, to be of Komaffl 
archite*5ture. There is reafon to believe, that 
Bleeda wai* the Bida Colonia of "antiquity, aad 
Medea tliu Lamida of Ptolemy, 

Juriura, the higheti mountain in Barbary, ex- 
tends at leiUt ciglit leagues through this province, 
and from one extremity to the other^ appearsa 
continued range of naked rocks and precipices, 
fecnring, by ita rugged lituation, a number nf ' 
Kabyles in a Hate of native independence. In 
the midft of winter, the ridge of this mountain 
is covered with fnowj and it is remarkable, that 
though the inhabitants on one fide maintain an 
hereditary and implacable refentment again ft thofe 
of the other, by common confent, all hoftilitios 
arc fufpended, whenever the cold feafon fets in. 
' The eallern province of Algiers, diftinguiflied 
by the name of Conllautia, \s ot cou^\<^e.x^\i\^ ^Tr 
tent J and the tribute coWcaed Vie.Y<i, V^ v«^ 
'^^jer than fiom the other two. ^ 
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The fca Qoaft of Conftantia is rocky, almoft 
throughout its whole extent. The river Boobe- 
rack is its weftern boundary, and at a league's dif- 
tance ftands the maritime town of Dcllys, at the 
foot of a high mountain. This place was probably 
founded on the ruins of the ancient Rufucrurium, 
A great part of the old wall, with other ruins near 
the fummit of the mountain, proroife, at a dif- 
ta nee, fome extraordinary antiquities; but fcarcely 
any thing worth notice is to Ije diflinguilhed^ 
except a (latuc, in a niche of a wall near the har- 
bour, which has the attitude of a Madona 3 but 
the features and drapery are much defaced.' 

Palling over fome villages of little confequence, 
we came toBugia,orBoujciah, theSardo of Strabo. 
It is much larger than either Oran or Arzew, 
though it is fituated in the fame manner, on a 
narrow neck of laud running out into the fea, a 
great part of which was formerly faced with a 
wall of hewn Hone, and there was alfo an aque- 
du6t for conveying frefh water to the port ; but 
the wall, the aqueduct, and the bafons into which 
the water difcharged itfelf, are all demolilhed. 

Bugia is built upon the ruins of an ancient city, 
and has the lame local advantages with Dellys, 
but is of much larger extent. A great part of 
the old wall is flill remaining. Beiides a caftlc, 
which commands the city, there arc two others 
at the foot of the hill, for the fecurity of the port ; 
and upon the walls of one of them are the marks 
of cannon balls fired againft it by Sir William 
Spragge, in his memorable expedition againl^ this 
place.

About a mile to the fouth are the ruins of the 
ancient Hippo, once a royal city of the Numidian 
kings. Siiius Italicus obferves, that it was for- 
merly a favourite feat of thofe fovereigns; and 
indeed it pofl'elTes every advantage that can ren- 
der it defirable. The air is falubrious, and the 
profped is extremely fine. It is equally adapted 
for commerce or for retirement. 

Of this city St. Auguftine was biiliop, and the 
Moors ftill fliew a part of the ruins which they 
pretend was his convent. The chief remains of 
antiqui'ty are large broken walls and ciderns. 

To the eaft of Cape Rofa are the ruins of a fort, 
vhich once belonged to the African company of 
France, till the unwholefomenefs of the fituation, 
occafioned by the neighbouring ponds and marfhes, 
obliged them to remove to La Calle. 

Three leagues farther eaflward, thofe gentle- 
men have a magnificent houfe and garden, a party 
of foldiers, and plenty of arms and ammunition. ; 
They command the whole trade of the country j 
and, befides the coral fifhery, in which they con- , 
^Qtly employ three hundred men, monopolize 
the traffic in corn, wool, hides, and wax, at feve- 
ral places; and for thefe privileges they pay an 
annual tribute of thirty thoufand dollars, or about 
five thoufand guineas. 

The whole face of this province, from the fea- 
coaft to the fuuthward, is almofl a continued chain 
of very high mountains, fome of which arealmoft 
inaccellible.

This is exe- 
cuted in bold relief J the elephants fland face to 
face, and twift their trunks together; and the fc- 
Daale, who is drelTed in a clofe-bodied garment, 
like an Englifli riding habit, railcs her velhnents

Below the bridge, the river Rummel begins to 
Vrind to the northward, and continues that courfe 
through a fubterraneous paifage in the rocks. 
7hi8 feems to have been an extraordinary provi- 
fion of nature for the admiflion of the dream, 
%rhich mud otherwifc have formed a prodigious 
lake, and deluged a confiderable track of country, 
before it could have reached the fca. 

Among the ruins, to the fouth-wed of the 
bridge, on the narrow dip of land, is the greated 
part of a triumphal arch^ called the Cadle of the 
Giant.

At the di dance of fome leagues, to the eadward 
of Condantia, are the Silent, or Enchanted Baths.

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impalpable powder, and being carried along with 
the ftrcam, is depofited on the fides of the chan- 
nel, and fometimes on the lips of the fountains 
themfelves 5 or elfe, embracing twigs, ftraws, and 
other bodies in its courfe, immediately forms an 
incrullation, and ihoots into a bright fibrous fub- 
Hance refembling the afbeflos, with many glitter- 
ing traceries, and beautiful cryfializations. 

Among the mountains of Aurefs, to the fouth- 
lirard of Confiantia, are a number of ruins. The 
moll remarkable of thefe are at I^'erba, or Tez- 
9onte, the Larabefe of the ancients. Thefe ruins 
are nearly three leagues in circumference, and 
among others, confifl of magnificent remains of 
ieveral of the city gates, which, according to tra- 
dition, were forty in number 3 and that the city 
could fend forty thoufand armed men out at 
each. The feats and upper part of an amphithe- 
litre arc ftill vifible; the frontifpiece of a beauti- 
ful temple, of the Ionic order, dedicated to Efcu- 
lapius 5 a fmall, but elegant, niaufoleum, in the 
form of a dome, with Corinthian capitals, with 
other edifices of the fame kind, fufficiently ilicw 
the grandeur and importance of this city in an- 
cient days. 

It is worthy of remark, that the inhabitants of 
the mountains of Aurefs have a quite different 
mien and complexion from their neighbours. 
Jailead of being fwarthy, they are fair and ruddy; 
and their hair is a deep yellow, though among 
the other Kabyles it is dark.

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The government of the Algcrines is in the 
bands of a dey, and a council compofed of thirty 
perfons ; though the mufti and cady, and fome-* 
times the whole foldiery, are called into afliil. 
Aflfairs of moment are generally agreed on in 
this aflembly before they pkfs into laws^ and the 
dey is intruded with the execution of them. 
But lately little account has been made of this 
body* which is merely convened to fandion th« 
defbotic decrees of the dey and his favourites. 

The dey is chofen out of the army, and the low- 
eftrank is aseligible as the higheft. Ip confequence 
of thisj every bold and afpiring foldier may be 
coniidered as heir apparent to the fovereigu dig 
aity. Nor are they aihamad to own the mean- 
nefs of their extradion. Mahomet Baifa^ who 
was dey when I was at Algiers^ in a difpute with 
B deputy conful of a neighbouring nation^ can- 
didly and nobly acknowledged his origin. *' My 
mother/' faid he^ '^ fold Iheeps feet^ and my 
father neats tongues ; but they would have been 
'aibamed to have expofed to fale fuch a worthlefs 
tongue as thine/' 

He who afpires to this high rank, frequently 
does not wait till age or iickneis invade the pre- 
fent poiTcnor': it is enough to be able to protect 
himielf with the fame fcimeter which he boldly 
Iheathes in the vitals of his fovereign; for fcarcc- 
ly one in ten dies a natural death. However, 
this fa&ious fpirit feems to be fomewhat allayed, 
by the vigilance that is ufed to deprefs and pu- 
niih the nrit iigns of afpiring ambition.

Ocularly towards the fea. , 

The channel between tlie Jake and the fea was 
formerly the port of Hippo, one of the fafed and 
mod beautiful havens on the coaft, of whofe ori- 
ginal grandeur fome traces are flill to be feen* 
Jt is (till capable of receiving fmall veiiels. 

The Gulph of Biferta, the Sinus Hipponenlis 
«f the Romans, is a beautiful fandy inlet, near 
four leagues in diameter. The ground being 
low, the eye darts through delightful groves of 
olive trees, a great way into the country, and 
afterwards the profped is bounded by a high 
rocky fliore. 

The furrounding country abounds in all kinds 
^f fruit, corn, pulfe, oil, cotton, and a variety 
of other produdions, which, with proper en- 
couragement given to trade and induftry, would 
render Biferta an emporium of great confequence. 
On the fide of a fpacious bafon, formed by the 
river Me-jerdah, lies Porta Farina, chiefly re- 
markable for its beautiful cothon, where the Tu- 
nifcians lay up their navy. ^ 

The Me-jerdah is the ancient Bagrada, fo ce- 
lebrated, in hiltory, for the monfirous ferpent, 
faid to have been killed on its banks, by Regulus; 
which, according to Pliny, was one hundred and 
twenty feet long*. This river winds through a

Thefe are the only remains of the grandeur and 
rjiagnificence of Carthage, the rival of Rome, 
tiid^one of the moft commercial cities of tlie an- 
:2ient world. We find iio triumphal arch, no 
fupcrb fpecimen of Grecian architedure, no co- 
lumns of porphyry or granite, no curious enta- 
blatures. All are vaniihed ; and thus it will be 
in ages with the moft renowned cities now on 
earth! 

The ruins of the noble aquedu6t,that conveyed 
the water into the greater qifterns, may be traced 
88 far as Zow-wan and Zung-gar, at leaft fifty 
miles diflant. This mutt have been a moft ejt- 
penfive work. That part of it, which extends 
along the peninfula, was beautifully faced with 
ftone. At Arriana, a village to the northward of 
Tunis, are feveral arches entire, which I found 
to be feventy feet high, and the piers that fup- 
ported them were fix teen feet fquare. The wa- 
ter channel was vaulted over, and plaftered with 
a ilrong cement, A perfon of the ordinary 
height may walk upright in it ; and at intervals 
are apertures, left open, as well for the admiftion 
offrelh air, as for the conveniency of cleaning 
it. The water mark is near three feet high.; 
bat it is impoftible to determine the quantity 
daily conveyed to Carthage by this channel, 
without knowing the angle of defcent, which, 
in its prefent imperfed flate, cannot be afcer- 
tained.

In all 
3Cher refpe6ts, Tunis enjoys a profufion of all the 
necefTaries of life. 

The Tunisians are more civilized than any 
Other people of Barbary. All affairs with the 
»cgency are tranfaded in fuch an amicable, libe- 
ral way, that I received nio fmall pleafure from 
attending the conful at his audiences. 

This nation has the credit of preferring alli- 
Bnces with the Chriftian powers, to the uncer- 
tain iflue of predatory expeditions againft them ; 
and from the fecurity it enjoys under the influ- 
ence of fuch pacific principles, the advantages 
%>f trade^ and the progrefs of mauufa6ture^ are 
neither unknown nor unnoticed. 
• On an eminence, between the lake of Tunis 
and the fea, is the town of Rhades, the ancient 
Ades, where Regulus defeated the Carthagenian..; 
and at a fmall dillance are the hills where I Ian- 
no placed his elepiiants to oppofe him. 

Proceeding to the fouth-eaft, we came to the 
fandtuar)' of Seedy Doude, a Moorilh faint, wh^lb 
fepulchre is fliewn here. This ftrudure is five 
yards long -j but it appears to be part of a Roman 
prsetorium, from three contiguous mofaic pa\ c- 
mentSj all of them wrought with the great ell 
fymmetry and exa^nefs, rcprefenting liorlcs, 
birdsi fifhes, and trees, in fnch variety of vivid 
coloiusy that they exceed fomc orvWw^x^ >^\\\\<\w^.

from Cape Bon, is the lite of the ancient Chipea ; 
but no remains of it arc now vilible. Mafaiiilili 
■^ras fuppofed to have loll his life, in a deep and 
xapid river, a little to the fouthward, in his 
^ight from Bocchar. 

Still farther to the fouth-weft, lies Gurba, thfc 
^urubis of antiquity, which feems to havu 
l>een formerly a place of fonie importance; but 
the ruins of a large aquedudi, and the ciftcrfis 
that received the water, are all the antiquities it 
now polfeffes, as memorials of its former gran- 
deur. It is faid that the fea encroached on the 
port, and a great part of the city ; and, indeed, 
traces of this may ftill be fecn in calm weather. 
Nabal is five leagues to the fouth-weft of Gnr"- 
ba, and is celebrated for itspolterics. It is built 
in a low lituation, a mile from the fea-lhor«, 
not far from the fite of the ancient Ncapolis, 
which appears to have been a conliderable citv. 
Here arc many infcriptions -, but they are i'o de- 
faced and filled up with rubbiili and mortar, that 
my guides would not allow me time to decyphcr 
and copy them. 

Travelling along a rugged road, delightfully 
(haded with olive trees, we came to Haman-er, 
a fmall, but opulent, city, compa(!^ly built on a 
low promontory, and naturally Itrong. vSome 
pillars and blocks of marble are to be fecn here ; 
but they were probably brought from the xniv.a 
in the vicinity. 

Near the fea is a maufoleum, near tvcpty 
yards in diameter, cre6ted in the form of a cvVuv- 
drical pedefial, with a vau\t bdow , ^^^ ^^^^ ^^;^^'- 
cornice are fevenil altars, e-AcVv \\Visrc>Ni'^'^ ^'n:-^^ 
the name of a ditfereiit pcvfon.

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Fifty miles from Utica is the city of Bay-jaSi» 
tlifi Vacca of SalJuft, a commerci:il town, ai " 
the chief mart for corn in the kingdom. Thi 
city is built on the dccJiviiy of a hillj and is wcf 
watered* On the wnlls, which are raifed out 
the ancient materials, are feveiral jnicripLions. Ii 
the adjoining plains, a public fair is kept cvei 
furnmer, to which the moll dillaat Ai^abian 
tribes retort, with their flocks and J ami lies- 
Six leagues weft of Tmiis, is fituated Tuburbot 
the Tuburbum Mlnas of the Romans. MaW 
metj a late bey, planted a vaft variety of fruit* 
trees in this viciDity, placing each Ipeciesia^ 
feparate grove, which has a lingularly plea ling 
«ffedt. 

In an adjacent valley the fame generous and 
public'fpirited prince erected, out of the ruiM 
of 3a ancient amphitheatre, a large naaffy bridge 
or da[n, with lluices and flood gates, to raifethe 
IVIc-jerdah icj a proper height, to wa:cr his pha* 
taiiuns* But this was too laudable an undertake 
ing to be long protected in Earbar)-', and there* L 
fore it is entirely broken down and destroyed. I 
On the catl iide of the Me-jeidah, ia an Mil 
triumphal arch, adorned with a variety of niche*; 
and felloons, which appear to have been ered- 
cd in the decline of the' Roman empire. 

At the angle of a large winding of this rivCTf 
I'-lic the ruins of tlie ancient MLUiicipium Hidlbi- 
^ -lenfcj now a linall village, remarkable only for 
the infcriptioTii?, the remains of cifterns, the 
''fs and the capitals nf columnij and othcT 
|s of ancient grandriir.

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the portico of a temple, beautifully adorned with 
fluted columns, -on the pediment of which is 
the figure of an eagle, finely executed, and be- 
low it, an infcription to the honour of the 
founders. 

At the diftance of about a mile and a half, 
is Beilfons, the Municipium Agbienfium of the 
ancients, where are the repiains of two templfes, 
and of a caflle of later workmanship. 

Mufti, now called Seedy Abdel-abbufs, from a 
Marabbutt,of that name, interred there, is fituated 
in a plain, within fight of BeifTons, and is re- 
markable for the remains of a beautiful trium- 
phal arch, near which is a fione charged with 
an infcription in honour of Augullus Caefar. 

At a fmall diftance ftands Keff, the Sicca Ve« 
neria of the Romans, which is a frontier city, 
and the third for opulence and ftrength in the 
kingdom. It ftands on the declivity of a hill, 
with a plentiful fpring riling in the middle of it. 
A few infcriptions are the only remains of anti- 
quity to be found here. 

Tubernoke, the Oppidum Tuburnicenfe of 
Pliny, lies feven leagues to the fouthward of* 
Tunis, and is built in the form of a crefcent, be- 
tween two ridges of a very verdant mountain, 
that forms a variety of windings and narrow de- 
files. The only antiquity it contains, is the gate 
of a large edifice, over which is a fpreading pair 
of ftag's horns, well delineated in balfo relievo. 

On the north-eaft extremity of a mountain, 
named Zow-aan, is a fmall flouriihing town, of 
the fame name, famed ft»r ihv.^ d^'cv\\^o^^c-i.\V\.

Sufni iR the npxt remarkable place on the coaft*

kingdom , and alfo cnrries on a iloiirifhing trfid* 
in linens. Here are feveral columns of gra* 
pitcj and other veftiges of former magnificence.

The port, forming an area of one hun- 
red yards fquare, lies within the walls of the 
ity ; but is now wholly choked up. Leo fays, 
t was founded by Mahdi, the firft patriarch of 
fKair-wan; but though it may have been re- 
uilt by him, there is fomething too regular and 
legant in the remaining capitals, entablatures, 
nd other pieces of the ancient mafonry, defaced 
s they are at prefent, to fufpe6t the founder to 
ave been an Arabian. 

Elalia, which feems to be the ancient Achola, " 
r Acilla, contains little remarkable. A little be- 
ond it is Ca-poudia, the Ammonis Promonto- 
ium of Strabo, a long narrow ftrip of land, which 
retching a great way into the fea, has a watch 
3wer on its extremity, with the traces of feveral 
ains, probably belonging to the city built there 
ly Juflinian. 

From this cape to the ifland of Jerba is a fuc- 
edion of fmall fiat iflands and quickfands. Of 
hefe fhallows the inhabitants of the coaft make 
io. fmall advantage, by wading a mile or two 
rom the fiiore, and fixing hurdles of reeds in the 
arious windings, by which means they ijiclofe a 
aft number of fifli.

The river Derb winds below iti 
and on a precipice that overhangs the river Ik l' 
trinrnphal arch, more remarkable for the^juactiiy 
and value of ^he materialsj than for the hcuyt/ 
imd elegnnee of the defign.

On the iniide, the 
latform of the feats, with the galleries and vo- 
litoria conducing to them, are ftill remaining.

upported the velum or awning, may be fuppofed

This ftrudure feems to have been raifed about 

he time of the Antoninesj and as the elder Gor- 
lian was proclaimed emperor at this city, it is 
robable that he might be the founder, from a 
)rinciple of gratitude to the place where he ch- 
ained the purple. 

To the fouthward lies Rugga, the ancient Ca- 
aga, famous for a fpacious ciitern, tbat formerly 
iipplied the whole city with water. Its roof is 
upported byfeveral rows'of mafly pillars. 

Farre-anah, which, from its fequeftered fitua- 
lon and other circumftances, was probably the 
rhaja of Sallufl, lies in the fame parallel with 
lugga, and was once an cxtenlive city, though it 
las now no other remains of its ancient grandeur, 
>ut a few columns, which the Arabs have not yet 
emoved from their pedeftals. 

This place was well fituated for water, having

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In the Kl Jcrced, or Dry Country, a part of the 
abara belonging to tlie Tnnifians, the villages 
re. built with mud walls^ and rafters of palms, 
ke thofe in Algiers. Among thefc rude mate- 
ials, however, may be found granite pillars and 
Loman infcriptions. The principal produftion of 
bis track is dates, v.hich the inhabitants exchange 
or wheat, barley, linen, and other articles. The 
ates of Tozer are mofl eftermcd ^ and great quan- 
itics are e2vt)orted from thence to Ethiopia, for 
he purchafe of black flMves. 

In this diftridl lies the Lake of Marks, fo called 
irom a number of trunks of palm- trees placed at 
iroper diilances, to direft the caravans in their 
oiirnies over the plain. Were it not for fuch 
f(Ti dances, travelling would be here both difficult 
ind darrgerousj for fo extcniive is this level, that 
he horizon is as proper for aftronomical obfcrva- 
jons as the feas. 

The lake extends near twenty leagues in length, 
ind where I crofTed it, was about lix leagues in 
>rcadih. It contains many illands, one of which 
.8 of feme magnitude, and covered with dates, 
Rrhich, according to a tradition of the Arabs^ 
fprung from the flones of that fruit, brought thi- 
ther by an Egyptian army for their fnbliftence. 

.Near the eaftern extremity of the lake, is a folid 
mountain of fait, of a reddifli purple colour, ;is 
bard as flone. However, what particles are wafli - 
ed down by the dews, become as white as fnow, 
and lofe that bitternefs which they poffefs in their 
Dative bed.

Their bafons ^e 
about twelve feet fquarc and tbur deep, i^'iJH 
iloDc benches a little below the rnrfaci; of th<: 
water, for the bathers to fit on. One of ibtm 
has received the appelhition of the Bath of Lcpt-.rs. 

The water of thofe fprings forms a rivnlett 
whicli, aftcrbeinjj employed to water tlieganicns^ 
direiirti iis covirfe towjjds the L.ike of M:irk::s, but 
9t a few mika dlflance la loil m the land. 

We now proceed to make iome reraar^ts on 
the manners and cuLlomi of the natives of Bar- 
bery, and on its climate and prod unions. 

Thy vagrant, unsettled life of the Arahs> an4 
the perpctvjal Diinoyunces the Moors fuflrer from 
the Turks, will not permit eithrr of them to en* 
joy I IkU liberty and leciinly which iiurfe the arU 
and. fcit^ncc-i. Hence the knowledge of medicirte* 
of [^hilofophyi and the ni-abcinatics, once to flon- 
rifliJngnniong the Arahsi ts nt>w iti n manner loft. 

I'he children of the Moors and Tnrks are fent 
to fdirjol at an enly age, ^vhc^c they are taught 
to read and write for about a penny a week- 
Inf^ead of paptr^ eaijh buy is furnUljed with a I 
piece of thin fi^u.ire bonrd^ ilic^liily daubed over 
with whiting, on which he forms his letters, and 
defaces or renews llicni at plcalure.

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learning, he is richly drelTed, mounted on a horfc 
finely caparifoned, and conduced through the 
fireets, amidft the acclaniations of his fchoolfel- 
lows, while the friends and relations of his pa- 
rents congratulate themfelves on the proficiency 
of their fon, and load him with gifts. 

While I was at Algiers, I cultivated the ac* 
qoaintance of fuch perfons as were moft eminent 
for learning ; and though, from their natural 
ihynefs to ftrangers and contempt of Chriftians, 
it is difficult to contraft an intimacy with them ; 
yet I foon found, that their chief aftronomer, 
who fuperintends and regulates the hours of 
prayer, had not Ikill enough to conftru6t a fun- 
dial: that the whole art of navigation, as pradifcd 
at Algiers and Tunis, confifted of nothing more 
than what is termed pricking of a chart, and dif- 
tinguilhing the eight principal points of the 
compafs j and that even chefniftry, formerly the 
favourite fcience of thefe people, at prefent reaches 
no farther than fimple.dillillation. 

The phyficians ciiiefly ftudy the Spanifh edi- 
tion of Diofcorides ; but the figures of the plants 
and the animals are more regarded than the de- 
fcriptions. Yet, Unlettered as thefe people are, 
they are naturally fubtle and ingenious, and 
want only application and encouragement to ren- 
der them fuccefsful in literary purfuits. 

The Mahometans, adopting the predellinarian 
principles^ generally leave the diforders to which 
they are fubje6l to contend with nature; or 
make ufe of charms and incantations. Bagnios,

Notwithltanding the Ikill of their anceftors in 
arithmetic and algebra, not one in twenty thoa- 
fand appears to be at prefent acquainted with 
the lird operations in thefe fundamental branche* 
of the mathematics ; yet the merchants are ver/ 
dexterous in addition and tnbtrattion by mt^mor}'; 
and have alfo a fingular method of tinnieraiion,

Several tribes of the Arabs go bareheaded in 
I feafons, as MafTaniflTa did of old, binding 
eir temples only with a narrow fillet to pre- 
nt their hair from falling into their eyes. The 
oors and Turks, however, with fome of tlie 
:her Arabs, wear a fmall cap of fcarlet woollen 
?th, the manufadure of the country. The 
rban is folded round the bottom of thofc caps, 
d by the falhion of the folds, the different civil 
d military ranks are diflinguiihed. 
The Arabs wear a loofe garment, called a 
ke, which is ufually fix yards long and five in 
cadth. This they wrap round them, girding it 
ith a faih, and by day it ferves for a complete 
efs, and by night for a bed and covering. 
:>ove the hyke they have a cloak, or upper gar- 
int, called a Burnoofe, which is wove in one 
*ce, with a kind of hood to receive the head, 
is tight about *the neck, and widens below, 
cording to the fhape. This cloak is never 
)rn, except in rainy or fevere weather. 
Some of them have a clofe- bodied frock, or 
nic, under their hyke, with or without lleeves. 
hen warm with exercife, this is the only veil- 
f:nt they retain. 

TTieir girdles are ufually of worfted, wove into 
variety of figures, and made to wr^p feveral 
nes round their bodies. One extremity being 
ubled and fewed along the edges, ferves for a 
rfe.

However, none of the ladies think themfelves 
finilhed in decoration, till they have tinged the 
hair and edges of their eyelids with the powder 
of lead ore. This operation is performed by dip- 
ping a wooden bodkin, of the thicknefs of a 
quill, into the powder, and then drawing it un- 
der the eyelids, over the pupil of the eye, which 
communicates a dufky tint, that is fuppofed to 
add a wonderful grace to perfons of all com- 
plexions. 

This pra6lice is of great antiquity 5 for we find 
that Jezebel "painted her face j" or, according to 
the fenfe of the original, '* fet off her eyes with 
the powder of lead ore.'* Indeed, this kind of 
beautifying was not only ufed by the eaflern na- 
tions, but alfo by the Greeks ond Romans. 

The Turks and Moors are early rifers, and 
conftantly perform their devotions at break of 
day. After this, each perfon is employed in his 
vocation till ten in the morning, the ufual dinner 
hour; and returns again to bufinefs till afternoon 
prayers 5 when all kind of work ceafes, and the 
ihops arc flmt up. 

The fupper commonly follows the prayers of 
fun-fet, and repeating the fame at the iVttiu^ot 
the watch, when darknefs comKitivc(i^,>X\vi^ w^vw^ii 
io bed immedhtely after.

«3iany' villages on the road, we changed horl'cs as 
ofteii as occafion required. 

On the 7th we reached Kay-gorod, a fmall 
iown. We perceived the cold becoming daily 
xnore intenie, as we proceeded northward along 
the banks of the Kama. 

The 8th, we quitted Kay-gorod in a vehement 
col^. Though there was little wind and a thick 
fog, the fro(J continued fo penetrating, that fe- 
'V^ral of our people, who were moft expofedj had 
their fingers anditoes frozen.. Moil of them, 
however, recovered by the common method of 
rubbing the numbed parts with fnow. 

On the 9th, we arrived at the town of Soli- 
kamiky, derived from Sole, Salt, and Kama, the 
. river, on the banks of which it is fituatcd. T his 
river is of great fame in thefe parts of the world. 
It riles far to the north, and, in its courfe, re- 
ceives the Parma, Pilva, Koyva, and many other 
rivers, which, together, fgrm a mighty Ilream, 
very nearly equal to the Volga, into which it 
difchargcs itfelf about jftxty verfls below the city 
of CazaQ', and lofes its name. 

In the neighbourhood of Solikamiky is found 

the foiiil called aib i.os^ of which is made a

Formerly the Tartar princes had their 
fcode at a place about thirty verfts foutli from 
r'oboUky, which is now neglefted and ruinous. 
.^he inhabitants are chiefly Ruffians, of different 
•irofeffions; many of them are merchants, and 
'cry rich, by the profitable trade they carry on 
KD the borders of China, and throughout the ex- 
isntive limits of their own country. 

The Irtifti takes its rife from a great Take, 
darned Korfan, in a mountainous country, about 
hne thoufand fix hundred verfls to the fouth- 
^ard of Tobollky. The country about this lake 
8 inhabited by the black Kalmucks^ a mighty 
^nd numerous people, governed by a prince, call- 
ad Kontayiha. From thcfe the Kalmucks on the 
VoJga are defcended. After the Irlifli has run 
Tor many miles through a hilly country, covered 
^ith wood, it paifes through a fine fruitful plain, 
inhabited by tne Kalmucks, till it comes to a 
lioofe called Sedmy-Palaty, or the Seven Rooms, 
^tuated to the right in coming down the river. 
Jt is very furpriling to find fuch a regular edifice 
in the middle of a defert. Some of tlie Tar- 
tars fay, it was built by Tamerlane, called by 
the Tartars Terayr-Ack-Sack, or I.ame-Teniyr 5 
ethers by tlie Gingeeze-Chan. The bpiUiiiig, ac- 
cording to the beft information I could obtain, is 
of brick or done, well finiflied, and continue* 
ilill entire. It confifls of feven apartments, un- 
der one roof, from whence it has the name of 
the Seven Palaces* Several of thefc rooms are 
filled with fcrolls of glazed paper, fairly wrote, 
and many of them in gilt charaders. Some of 
the fcrolU are biack, but tlie ^teave-^^^x^.

In the places through which we paiTed, the nm- 
liaflador fent for all the hunters ai-d rp< rifmen, 
that he might enquire what kinds of game and 
^ild bealls were in their neighbourho<.»d. Hunt- 
ing is the employment of moft of the young fel- 
lows in this cuuntry, and is very profit nble, as 
they fell the furs to great advaniagjc. \Ve found 
that this place produced grrat plenty both of carne 
and wild beafts, but few ftibies. Jn the fpring, 
a number of elks and liags come hither, froir the 
fonth ; many of which are killed by the inhabit- 
ants, both on account of. jheir flelh and their hides, 
What of the flelh is not confumed frefli, they 
fait. The hides are very large, and are drefltxj 
into excellent buff. The huntl'man, having found 
the track of a ftag upon the fnow, purfucs it upon 
his fnow-lhoes, with his bow and arrows and lit- 
tle dog, till the animal is quite fatigued^ and be- 
comes his prey. 

The 19th, we entered the Baraba, and continu- 
ed travelling through it for ten da\ s. Baraba is 
really what its name fignifies, an extcnfive marfliy 
plain, It is generally full of lakes, and marfliij 
grouodsj overgrown with laW woo^^. "W^'vc^

About eight or ten days journey from Tomiky, 
a plain, are found many tombs and burying 
ices of ancient heroes, who, in all probability, 
1 in battle. Thofc tombs areeafily diftinguiih- 
by the mounds of earth and Itones raifed upon 
sm. When, or by whom, thelc battles were 
Light, fo far to the northward, is uncertain. I 
IS informed by the Tartars in the Baraba, that 
imerlane, or Timyr-Ack-Sack, as they call hira, 
d many engagements in that country with the 
ilmucks } whom lie in vain endeavoured to con- 
er. Many perfons go from Tomiky and other 
rts, every fummer, to thefe graves j which they 
g up, and find, among the aihes of the dead, 
nfiderable quantities of gold, filver, brafs, and 
me precious ftones; but particujarly hilts of^ 
rords and armour. They are fomctimes, indeed, 
terrupted and robbed of all their booty, by par- 
*s of the Kalmucks, who abhor the diflurbing 
ie aflies of the dead.

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The MongalJs arc a tmmerous people^ loi 
cu\iy a large eitetit of country, from thifc pU 
the KaLlgaOt which fi^tiifies, the Everh 
Wall, or the great Wail of China, In k 
timcsj the Morigalh were troubJeJbme n 
bours to the Cbiuefe, again£t whole iiictti 
this great wall was built, 

Kamhii the prcicot emperor of Chma^ yyi 
firft who fubducd tbofe hardy Tartars ; wbi 
ciTe^ted more by kiud ufnagc and hmnanit^ 
by his fword; for thetb people are great 
of liberty. The fame genilc treatment hath 
obferved by the Ruffinns, towards ihofe of 
who are their fubjc&. And they theai 
confefa, that, undtrr the protc^ion of thci3 
mighty emperors, they enjoy more liberty 
Jive more at eafe, than they formerly did t 
their own independetit princt^s, 

Tht^ prel'cnt prinr-e of Mongalia is called ' 
d VI- Chan, and refidea about fix days journ 
the fouth-eaft, from Selinginlky. The pi 
called Urga, and is near to where the kutii 
orhighprieft, inhabits. When the Mongalls 
mittcd themfelves to the emperor of China, i 
agreed, that the Tufh-du-Chan Ihouldftillc 
tain the name and authority of a prince ov< 
people; but undertake no war, nor expedi 
without confent of the emperor -, which 
ftri£tly been obferved ever lince. 

It waa very remarkable that, in aH the 
•-itonilnioi|« of Mongalia, there is not fo mu 
»^J2| Angle noufe to be feen. All the natives, 
b'-fec prince and high ^xit^^ live conftant] 
" tents; and remove, V\i\\ vW\x c^x.\\&> Uo^ca. 
to place, as convcmetvcy its.^i^^. 
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Thcfe people do not trouble thcmfetves with 
E^loughing or digging the ground in any way j 
^Ut are content with the produce of their flocks. 
Satisfied with neceflaries, without aiming at fu- 
|)erfluities^ they purfue the moH ancient and (im- 
^e manner of life. 

The greatcft part of Mougalia is one continued 
vafle ; exc^t the places along the A.moor, and 
toward the Kuilian borders in the weft. The foil 
Blfo> to the fouth^ from Selinginlky, is extremely 
fine J and capable, by proper culture, of produc- 
ing grain of icveral forts. 

Our barques arrived at Selinginiky on the 4th 
of June. After we had taken out of them what 
neceilaries we wanted, they were difpatched with 
the reft of the baggage, for the greater fecurity, to 
bis majefty*s ftore-houfes at Strealka, about four 
miles up the river, where the cara^'an for China 
then lay. 

In the mean time, the embaflador wrote a let- 
ter to the alleggada, or prime miniftcr, at the im- 
perial court of Pekin, to notify his arrival ; and 
defired that his excellency would give orders for 
hi& reception on the borders. This letter was 
fent to the prince of Mongalia, to be by him for- 
t^arded to court ; for no ftrangers are allowed to 
travel through his territbries to China, without 
his permiftion. The oiHoer, who carried the let- 
ter to the prince, was treated with great civility; 
ind his letter immediately fent to court by an 
sxprefs. A few days after, the prince fent two 
gentlemen, one of whom was a lama, to congra- 
;ulate the ambaffador on his arrival in thefe parts.

iring this ihort excurfion> I could not enough 
ire the beauty of the countxy through which 
raffed. The gentle rifing of the hills, many 
hich have only their tops covered wi^ wood, 
the fertility of the vales> contribute to form 
of the moft delightful landfcapes the world 
afford. To this may be added the teo^pera- 
and drynefs of the climate; in which remeds 
far exceeds any country with which 1 ^m 
lainted. Aftex midfummer, there is fcarcely 
rain till December, when the fnow; falls, but 
ich moderate quantities, that it dofpa not hin- 
the cattle from lying abroad all t^e winter* . 
1 furveying thefe fertile plains ai^d .plealant 
ds, I havepften entertained myfelfii^itn paint* 
in my own imagination, the neat villages, 
itr)! feats, and farm-houfes, w^ch, in prqcGik 
me, may be ereded on the banks of the rivers 
brows ik the hills.

Wherever you fee ten or 
twenty plants growing, you are fare of finding 
ieveral burrows under the Ihades of their broad 
fpreading leaves. Perhaps they may fometimes 
cat the leaves and roots of this plant. However,* 
it is probable, that the manure they leave about 
the roots, contributes not a little to its increafe ; 

' and their cafiing up the earth makes it fhoot out 
young buds and multiply. This |)lant does not 
nm and fpread itfelf like docks, and others of 
the fame fpeciesj but grows in tufts, at cer- 
tain diftances, as if the feeds had been dropped 
with delign. It appears that the Mongalls never 
accounted it worthy cultivating; but that the 
world is obliged to the marmots for the quanti- 
ties fcattered, at random, in many parts of this 
country. For whatever part of the ripe feed 
happens to be blown among the thick grafs, can 
Tery fcldom reach the ground, but muft there 
withfer and die; whereas, ihould it fall among 
the loofe earth, thrown up by the marmots, it 
immediately takes root, and produces a new plant.

I muft confefs this pre- 
jnted a delightful objed to the fpedators. 

I could not help being furprifed at the ingenu- 
y of the artift, in crowding fnch a number of 
m terns into fo fmall and limple a machine as 
lis feemed to be ; and at the fame time, with fo 
lueh order, that all of them dropped and kin- 
led of themfelvcs, with equal regularity, as if he 
ad let them fall from his hand ; for not even 
ue of them was extinguilhed by accident, or in 
be leaft entangled by another : this concluded 
he firft day's entertainment. 

The 31 ft, in the evening, were turned to court, 
irhere was opened a new fcene of fire-works, 
^bich continued, with great variety, till ten 
I'clock at night. 

The ift of February, we went again to court. 
If here the fire- works were refumed in many dif- 
ercnt well-executed defigns. What plea fed me 
Qofl was a fmall mount, raifed in the middle of 
he garden, from which fprung a flream of white 
nd blue fire, in imitation of water. The top of 
he mount contained a cavity, in (hape of a large 
irn, from which the fire rofe to a prodigious 
leight.

The pre- 
nts, conlifling of a complete Chinefe drefs, 
me pieces of damafks, and other Huffs, were, 
deed, of no great value. They were, however, 
irricd along the ftreets, wrapped up in yellow 
Ik, with the ufual parade of things belonging 
t the court, a circumftance which is reckoned ^ 
Qe of the greateft honours that can be conferred 
Q a foreign minifter. 

Next day the emperor fent the ambaflador an 
ivitation to a hunting match, not far diflant 
rom Pekin, which his excellency readily ac- 
epted. 

Being now on the eve of^ our departure, in or- 
ler to employ the fhort time we had to ftay to the 
left advantage, I rode about twelve miles eaft- 
vard from Pekin, accompanied by a Chinefe 
riend, to the banks of the river, which I found 
covered with barges of different fizes, employed

On the 16 th all thti gentlemen of the loit, 
dined with my Chinefe friend, Sinfiey^ where wd 
were fplendidly cntenaitied, j^ftcr dinner, ouc i 
hoipitable landlord made the eup.s drctilare vt 
freely. At lalt he took me by the band, and df> 
fircJ I would remain with him ; and that he 
woidd give me niy choice of which of his vvivn 
or daughters I hked hcit. 1 could not help re- 
turning my moJt gratelYil acknowledgnienis Itf 
fuch a kind friend ; though I did not think pr " 
per to accept his offer. 

The 2lft, bei;:^ the day nppointcd for hunting 
^^\{\i the emperor, at out; o'clock in the moriiing, 
horfi's wt;rti brought to our hiJ^^Ing'* for the am* 
b^uHui^ir r:nd his train. We immejiatdy mount' 
ed, iujd alter riding ahmit fix mWca to the fonth* 
VLit uf tlit^ cirv, ai broifk tirUjy wc reLichid the 
gatce ol a park, called Chayza, where an ofHcer 
tmA ns, Eind cajulufttd ns^ lo a fumJiier-lioiUe, ia 
which the emperor had llept the preceding night. 

No Iboner had we entered than the good old 
emperor, who had been up ibme time, lent one 
vt his eunuchs to falute the ambalTador, and or- 
dered ])im refrelliments. Break tall being over, 
his majelty, who was fond of arms, fent to defire 
fight of the ambalVador's fowling-piece. He 
rned it with feveral of our ewu for our in- 
ion, which had a\\ m*aVe\\-\oeks,. 'W^ ^\v\- 
indeed, are poiTeiVed \v\v\i ^vv Xae-^, \W\. 
In tiidr climate, cvuvaa .x vwAixx.e^-V^ 
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prevents their firing. But from our own obferv- 
ations, we perceived no fuch eifed. 

A fignal being given, that the emperor was 
approaching, all the grandrees drew up in lines 
from the bottom of the flairs to the road leading 
to the foreft, dreffed in hunting uniforms, and 
armed with bows and arrows. We had a proper 
- llation afligned us, and paid our refpeds to his 
niajefty, who returned a gracious fmile, and 
beckoned to follow him. 

He was feated crofs-legged, in an open ma- 
chine, carried by four men, with long poles red- 
ing on their ihoulders. Before him lay a fowl- 
ing-piece, a bow, and a fheaf of arrows. This 
had been bis ufual hunting equipage for fome 
years, fince riding on horfeback was become irk- 
forae to him ; but in his youth he commonly 
went every fummer without the great wall, and 
carried along with him the princes and many 
perlbns of diftindion, to the number of fome 
thoufands, in order to hunt in the wild tracks of 
Tartary, where he continued for the fpace of 
two or three months. 

On thefe expeditions, their provifions were 
rellrided to bare necelfaries, and often to what 
they caught. This piece of policy he praftifed 
to inure his officers to hardlhips, and to prevent 
their becoming inervated by idlenefs and efFemi- 
Dacy among the Chinefe. 

A^ foon as the emperor had pafled, the com- 
pany mounted and followed him at fome diftance, 
tiji they came to an open foreft, where they 
formed in ^ wide circle, lea\v\\^lmtaa.YL(^ va 
the centre.

Silver, however, is not efteemed as the medium of 
commerce, fo that gold is exported from thence 
to great advantage. 

This country has a communication through- 
out, by means of canals and rivers ; and the mer- 
chants grow iipmenfely rich, by their inland and 
foreign trade; What is moft remarkable in their 
pa}rments, is, that they receive only dollars, 
crowns, and halfrcrown pieces from jluropeans, 
though they afterwards melt the whole down in- 
to bars of different iizes. 

Tea is the univerfal beverage of all conditions, 
at all times. Both the green and the bohea tea, 
grow on the fame ihrub, called, by the Chinefe 
Tzay. What is deiigned for bohea, i^s mixed in 
drying, with the juice of a certain plant, which 
communicates a peculiar colour and flavour, and 
qualifies the fharpnefs, which is injurious to fome 
delicate conllitutions. The cultivation, gather- 
ing, dreiBng, and packing, of this valuable plant, 
employs an infinite number of hands, particular- 
ly of the old and ypung, who are unfit for harder 
labour. 

The Chinefe always drink their te? without 
fugar, though the latter is the produce of the 
country, and confequently very cheap. 

Several of the manufadures of this country

The ambaflador was then condu6ted to the 
3ufe appropriated for him, which happened to 
s one of the beft in Tetuan; and a flable of 
Drfes was afflgned for his ufe, and that of his 
lit. 

On the 8th, the ambaifador paid a vifit to the 
aihaw, who received him in an outer room, of 

long and narrow form, as is cuftomary in Bar- 
ary. Two chairs were placed oppofite to eacli 
ther, on which his excellency and the ba(haw 
It down, and converfed a conliderable time;

The drefs of thefe people is not ungraceful, 
The men wear ihort Ihirts, with very wideflc eves^ 
that fometimes hang down, but more frequently 
are tucked up, to keep them cool. They have li- 
nen drawers, and go bare legged j but have flip- 
pen^ of red or yellow leather to cover their feet. 

Over their fhirt they wear a cloth veft, very 
ihort^ and made to fit the body. It is faftened 
with fmall buttons and loops fet clofe together, 
and often embroidered with gold or filver. Round 
the waift they have a fcarf of filk or ftuif, in 
which they flick their knives, fome of which are 
beautifully ornamented on the handles. 

Their outer garment is either the alhaguc or al- 
bernooce : the former is a piece of iine white 
woollen, five or fix yards long, and about one and 
a half broad, which they wrap round them, above 
and below their arms, and which has a flriking 
refemblance to the drapery of antique figures , the 
albernooce is alfo made of cloth, and Ibmewhat 
refembles a fhort cloak, but is joined a little vvay 
before, from the neck downwards, having two or 
three rows of fhort flripes worked in the fluff, and 
fringed at the ends, by way of ornament. The 
bottom and the fides are edged with a deep fringe, 
and at the neck, behind, hangs a peaked cowl, with 
a taffel at the end, with which they can cover 
their heads on occafion.

When any of the Moors are inclined to enter- 
tain their neighbours, the women retire to the top 
of the houfe, and remain there till the guefts are 
gone. Their general entertainment coniills of 
cufcufu, which is thus made : ihey put fome fine 
flour into a large flat pan, and fprinkling it with 
^Rrater, roll it up into fmall balls ; thefe they again 
throw into a kind of cullender that ferves for the 
cover of a pot, where meat and fowls are ftewing, 
fo that they receive the heat and fteam. When 
done enough, they pour ftrong broth into the mefs, 
and putting the meat and fowls atop, ferve it up. 

Their diflies are made of pewter or earthen- 
ware, wide at the top, and narrow at the bottom, 
foraething like a- high crowned hat inverted. 
They fit crofs-legged, and, while they are eating, 
a fervant Hands by with a great bowl of water in 
one hand, and a narrow ftrip of linen in the other, 
to wafli or wipe their right hands with, which is 
always ufed^ in pulling the vi6luals to pieces. Th« 
left hand is never employed in eating, becaufe it 
is ufed on neceflary occafions. 

At table they oblerve great taciturnity, and af- 
ter their meals drink water or cyder, though the 
prohibition of their religion will not prevent 
them from indulging in wine or other flrong li- 
quors, when they have a proper opportunity. 

They are exceflively fond of butter-milk *, and

In this beautiful walk was a 
chariot that went with fprings, and a fmall ca- 
lafk, in which wc were told the emperor wai 
fometimes drawn by women and eunuchs. 

We paiTed through feveral other fquares and 
long buildings, where, at intervals, we faw the 
unhappy Chriftians, who were in captivity, on the 
top of high walls^ employed in their Havifh and 
heavy labour. 

After amuling ourfelves about three hours 
in examining the different parts of this extenfive 
ftni6ture, we were again introduced to the empe- 
ror, who was flili on horfeback, engaged in view- 
ing a magazine of arms. 

At the approach of the ambaflador, he aiked 
him how he liked his palace. His excellency 
complimented him, by faying, it was one of the 
nobleft on the face of the earth. The emperor, 
on this reply, faid, '' Thank God." 

At this inftant, fome Englilh boys falling pro- 
Urate, and giving the ufual falutation, ^* God 
blefs thy power 5" his majefty alkd what nation 
they belonged to ; and finding they were Eng- 
lifli, he bid them go home with the ambaflador, 
and fee him to bed 5 on which his excellency 
returned the emperor thanks, and took his leave. 

At night one of the empreffcs fent fome pro- 

vifions and fruit from the palace, defiring to 

know how the ambaflador did, and wKKla^luw 

a good repofe.

On proceeding to have a diftant profped of the 
palace, we pafTed through a large field, w^here 
we faw an amafing number of rats, that burrow- 
ed in the ground like rabbits, and ran about fo 
thicks and with fo little fear, that they fuffered 
us to come within a few yards of them before 
they difappeared. 

At the extremity of this field, is a plantation 
of pomegranates, covering a valley, over which 
the emperor has thrown a bridge that extends 
from one hill to another.

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Tn the midft of the city live the Jews, feparat- 
ed from the reft of the iuhabitanis, and who arc 
nightly locked up within their own precinds. 
They have an alcayde to prote6t them from being 
plundered ; but their lituation is by no means en- 
viable. It is death for them to lift a hand againft 
the meaneft Moor, and the very boys kick thera 
about with impunity 3 nor have they any means 
of efcaping fuch infults but by flight. 

Clofe to Mequinez, on the north-weft, ftands 
the negro town, which takes up as much fpace 
as the city ilfelf j but the houfes are neither fo 
lofty nor fo well built. Its inhabitants are all 
blacks or tawnies, and out of them the empe- 
ror recruits the foldieri^ belonging to his court. 

The emperor's name was Muley Abdallah. He 
was in his eighty-feventh year, and he had :fat 
on the throne about half a century. His beha- 
viour to us was civil and obliging in the extreme; 
yet, for his general condud, he might be clalfed 
among the monflers of the human kind, and the 
deftroyers of men. His whole life wast)ne con- 
tinued fqene of exadions, murders, and unfpeak- 
able cruelties. Yet this wretch, who difgraced 
the charader of a man, was efteemed a faint : 
he was continually proftrating himfelf on the 
earth, to offer up his petitions to Mahomet, and 
perpetually exercifing ads of wanton cruelty on 
his miferable Haves and fubjeds. By his four 
wives, and many thoufand women he kept in 
his feraglio, he is faid to have had feven hundred 
fons able to mount a horfe 5 but the number oi 
his daughters is unknown"^.

MAUPERTUIS, one of the mod eminent 
mathematicians of his age, was born in 
.1698, and in his youth followed the profeflion 
of arms; but this not fuiting his tafte, he devot- 
ed himfelf to fcience, and foon became fo diftin- 
guifhed, that he was admitted into the French 
Academy when only twenty-five years of age. 
Soon after he became a Fellow of the Eoyal So- 
ciety of London. 

In 1736, he was placed at the head of the 
academecians at Paris, and in this fituation he 
had the honour to be appointed to fettle a difpute 
among aftronomers, which gave rife to the follow- 
ing pages.

After fuccefsfuliy accc [hing this bufinefi^ 
the late Fred(.^ric inviten ivjriu|>enals to Berlin, 
and appointed him preiident and dire6tor of the 
academy at that place. This prince being at war 
with the emperor, Maupertuis, probably oat of 
gratitude to his benefa6tor, attended him into the 
lield, expoied himfelf with refolution, and was 
taken prifonerj but foon liberated.

The company defined for th< 
sorth> fays Maupertius whole lively narrative wc 
follow, was compofed of four academiciansj 
Clairault, Camus, Le Monnier, and myfelf 
The Abbe Outhier and M. Celiius, the celebrat- 
ed profeffor of aftronomy at Upfal, affifted at all 
our operations, and their abilities and advice 
were of lingular fervice to us. 

No fooner was the veffel-that carried us ar- 
rived at Stockholm, than we refolved, without 
delay to fet out for the^ bottom of the Gulph ol 
Bothnia, where we might determine which fide 
of the gulph was proper for our operations, bet- 
ter than we could do by trufting to our charts. 
Nothing could retard us, neither the frightful 
ilories they told us at St^ockholm, nor the good- 
nefs of his Swedilh majefty 5 who, notwithstand- 
ing the orders he had given in our behalf, told 
us, oftener than once, that it was not without a 
fenfible concern, he faw us purfue fo defperate 
an undertaking. 

We arrived at Tornea time enough to fee the 
fun perform his courfe for feveral days together 
without fetting : a fight which ftrikes with won- 
der an inhabitant of the temperate zones, even 
though he knows it is what mull necefTarily hap- 
pen in that climate. 

We had flattered ourfelves with the hopes of

Having cut down all the wood on the top of 
-_Horrilakero, and built a fignal, we returned by 
:lhe fame road to our boats, which we had drawn 
::ttpon the bank. It is indeed no hard matter to 
drag along, or even to carry the boats ufed in the 
rivers of Lapland. A few thin fir boards com- 
pofe the whole veflel, which is fo extremely light 
and flexible, that its beating, with all the force 
of the ftream, againft the ftones, which thefe rivers 
are full of, does it no manner of harm. It is terrible 
to thofe not accuftomed to it, and aftonilliing even 
to thofe who are, to fee one of thefe weak veflels 
drive down a catara6t, in a torrent of foam and 
flones, fometimes railed aloft in the air, and the 
next moment loft in the deep. A bold Finlander 
fleers it with a long oar, while his two compani- 
ons row hard to fave it from the purfuing waves 
that threaten every moment to overwhelm it. 
You may then fee the whole keel by turns 
raifed above water, and leaning only with one 
extremity on' the top of a yielding billow. With 
fuch courage and addrefs do thefe Finlanders pafs 
the catara^s ; but their art and Ikill in the ma- 
nagement of their boats, upon other occafions, is 
no lefs remarkable 5 a tree, braachep and all, 
commonly fervcs them both for mall and fail.

Jcagues dillance, by a prodigious number of hills 
I_ heaped one upon another. Upon this mountair 
_ we fpent ten days, during which curiolity prompt

_ bringing us fifh and fheep, and fuch indiffercnl 
7~ fruits as are produced in the woods. 
;^ The day we left Avafaxa, we crofled the pO' 

■ lar circle, and at three the next morning, which

let where they were cutting their little crop oi 
barley and hay. After having travelled for fome 

' time in the woods, we embarked on a lake that 

■ brought us to the foot of Pullingi, the higheft oi 
all our mountains, and of exceeding difficult ac- 
cefs, as well on account of its fleepnefs, as the 
depth of the mofs wherein we were obliged to 
fix our fteps -, we, however, reached the top at 
fix in the morning. Our flay here, which was 
till the 6th of Augufl, was no lefs difagreeable 
than the afcent had been painful. We had a 
whole wood of the largefl trees to fell, and the 
flies attacked us with fuch fury, that our foldiers 
of the regiment of Wellro-Bothnia, a body dif- 
tinguiflied for their bravery even in Sweden, and 
hardened by the greatefl fatigues, were obliged 
to wrap up their faces, or to fmear them over 
with tar. Thefe infeds alfo poifoned our vic- 
tuals; no fooner was a difli fervcd, but it was 
quite covered over with them, while another 
fwarm, with all the rapacioufnefs of birds of 
prey, was fluttering round to carry off fome 
pieces of a fheep that was d\^^\t\;^ ^cw \i&.

thefe woods nothing is to be feen but firs and 
birches blown down. Time reduces the wood oi 
the latter to duft, \nthout afie6dng the bark ; 
and one is furprifed to find pretty large treeS: 
that crumble upon the flighteft touch. This pro- 
bably gave the Swedes the hint of covering theii 
houles with this bark; and, indeed, nothing could 
be imagined fitter for the purpofe. In fome pro«

§ cd by our not taking fuflScient care to extinguifh 
-* thofe we had kindled there, we difpatched thirty 
* men to cut off its communication with the neigh- 
bouring woods : but, three days after, when we 

^ had finifhed our obfervations at Avafaxa, Hor- 

— rilakero was ftill burning ; we faw it involved in a 
cloud of fmoke, and the flames, which had made 
their way downwards, all the forefl below. 

By the 9th of September, when we had pafled 
fixty- three days in thefe deferts, we had finilhed 
as complete a fet of triangles as we could have 
wished for; and an undertaking, begun in a 
manner at random, without knowing whether it 
was at all pradicable, had turned out fo much 
better than expedation, that it looked as if the 
placing of thefe mountains had been at our dif- 
pofal.

In the moDlh of January the culd was tncreaC" 
cd to that exlrrmity, that Mr* IlcAurnur'^i mcrcuri* 
al thermouaelerii, which at Pa ri 1, in the great frofi of 
171x1, it wa» thought Grange to fee fall to 14dcg* 
below the freezing point, were now got down to 
37, The iplrJt of wine in the others was irozfH, ■ 
If we opened the door of a warm room, theextcr* 
nal air In^ntly converted all the vapour in it 
into fiuJWj whirling it round in* white vortexes* 
Jf we vvv'iii abroad, we felt as it the air were tear- 
ing ovir brti^Uh in piece* ^ and the cracking of the 
^v[.>ol,l,uf wbicii the hoyfesare buiJt> as it Ipiit by 
the violt^nce of the froll^ eonilnually alarmed u* 
with iin itit:reafe of cold* The foJitnde of the 
itreeLi was as great as if the people had been all 
dead : and in this country you may often fee 
people who have loft an arm or leg by the froft. 
The cold, which is always very great, fometinics 
increafes by fuch violent and fudden fits, as are 
aimoll infallibly fatal to thofewho are fo unhap- 
py as to be expofcd to it 3 and fometimes there 
rife fudden tempefts of fnow that are ftill more 
dangerous.

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Cr^dful is the (ituation of a perfon furprifed 
in the fields by fuch a ftorm : his knowledge of 
Che couotry, and even the mark he may have 
^aken by the trees^ cannot avail him ; he is blind* 
cdt by the fnow« and if he attem(>ts to find his 
'way home, is generally loft. In ihort, during the 
vrhole winter^ the cold was fo exceffive, that on 
the 7th of April, at five in the morning, the ther- 
mometer was fallen to twenty diviiions below the 
point of freezing, though every afternoon it rofe 
two or three divilibns above it : a difference in the 
height not mnch lefs than that which the greatell 
heat and cold felt at Paris ufually produce in that 
inftrumcnt. Thus, in the fpace of twenty-four 
hours, we had all the variety felt in the tempe- 
rate zones in the compafs of a whole year. 

But though in this climate the earth is thus 
horrible, the heavens prefent the mofl beautiful 
profpeds. The ihort days are no fooner clofed, 
than fires of a thoufand colours and figures light 
up the iky, as if defigned to compenfate for the 
jabfence oif the fun in this feafon. Thefe fires 
have not here, as in the more foutherly climates^ 
any conftant iituation. Though a luminous arch 
is often feen fixed towards the north, they feeni 
more frequently to pofiefs the whole extent of the 
hemifphere. Sometimes they begin in the form 
of a great fcarf of bright light, with its extremi-» 
Ux:s upon the horizon, which, with a motion re* 
fembling that of a fifliing-net, glides fwiftly up 
the iky; preferving in this motion a diredion 
nearly perpendicular to the meridian $ and moft

During the winter we repeated many of our 
obfervations and calculations, and found the moll 
5vident proofs of the earth's being confiderably 
latted at the poles. Mean time the fun came 
learer, or rather no more quitted us. It was now 
ilay, when it was curious enough to fee that great 
u mi nary enlighten for fo long a time a whole ho- 
izon of ice, and to fee fummer in the heavens^ 
irhile winter flill kept pofleflion of the earth, 
N'e were in the morning of that long day of fe- 
'eral months -, yet the fun, with all his power, 
wrought no change either upon the ice or fnows. 

On the 6th of May it began to rain, and fomc 
vater appeared on the ice of the river. At noon 
I little fnow melted, but in the evening winter 
•efumed his rights. At length, on the 10th, the 
jarth which had been fo long hid, began to ap- 
^ar ; fome high points that were expofed to the 
Tun Ihewed themfelves, as the tops of the moun- 
tains did after the deluge, and all the fowls of the 
country returned. 

At the beginning of June, winter yielding up 
Ac earth and fea, we prepared for our departure 
Dack to Stockholm, and on the 9th fome of us fet 
>ut by land and others by fea. But the fequel of 
»ar adventures, and our fliipwreck in the Gulph 
►f Bothnia, fays our author, belong not to tite 
Tcfent fubjcft.
